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Volnoye  Training  Area  Samara  River  Bond* 
extends  from  immediately  east  of  Volnoye  to  a 
point.  25  kilometers  (km)  cast  of  Volnoye  (Fi- 
gurc  i).  The  maneuver  area  is  supported  by 
2 barracks  areas,  both  at  the  western  boundary 
of  the  maneuver  area.  One  barracks  area  is 
immediately  east  of  Volnoye  and  the  other  is 
7 km  south-southeast  of  Volnoye.  T he  barracks 
areas  are  reported  in  another  NPIC  repon. 

T he  maneuver  area  covers  approximately 
55,910  acres  and  contains  3 driver- training 
courses,  i tracked-vehicle,  1 wheeled- vehicle, 
and  1 tracked/wheeled-vehicle;  I field  training 
area  (possibly  combined  arms),  12  moving-tar- 
get tank/assault-gun  firing  ranges,  2 bivouac 
areas,  2 secured  storage  areas,  3 probable

Road  Service 

A secondary  probably  all-weather  road 
connects  the  area  with  Volnoye,  Novomoskovsk, 
and  Pavlograd. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Areas  Di  and  D2  are  bivouac  areas  pro- 
viding temporary  billeting  facilities. 

The  main  administration  and  permanent- 
type  billeting  and  other  support  are  provided 
by  the  barracks  areas  on  the  west  boundary 
of:  the  maneuver  area.

Area  Fi  contains  14  storage  buildings,  12 
possible  ammunition  storage  buildings,  and  5 
support  buildings.

The  area  was  covered  by  a TALliNT 
mission  in  February  1960  and  by  8 KEYHOLE 
missions  from  April  1962  to  August  196  4. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  that  in  the  Feb- 
ruary 1.960  to  April  1962  period  2 secured 
storage  areas,  11  range  control  towers,  and 

10  support  buildings  .were  constructed,  and  an 

unidentified  tracking  activity  was  observed. 

Twenty-five  target  runs  were  constructed  at 

the  tank/assault-gun  firing  ranges  between  April 

1962  and  December  1.963,  The  overall  level 
/ 

of  track  activity  ranged  from  medium  to  heavy. 
Winter  training  was  observed  during  February 
1960  at  the  driver-training  courses  and  at 

11  of  the  tank/assault-gun  firing  ranges.  Dur- 
ing December  1963  winter  training  was  observe.! 
at  a tank/assauii-gun  firing  range.

Area  F2  contains  14  storage  buddings  12 
possible  ammunition  storage  buildings,  and  > 
support  buildings. 

The  two  areas  were  constructed  between 
February  i960  and  April  1962. 

Other  Buildings  and  Facilities 

Six  support  buildings  and  5 range  control 
towers  support  ranges  Ni  through  N6.  Three 
support  buildings  and  6 range  control  towers 
support  ranges  N7  through  N12.  The  mancuvei 
area  also  contains  1 other  support  building. 
All  of  the  buildings  and  towers  were  con- 
structed between  February  I960  and  April  1962. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  1C  is  an  athletic  field. 
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Small- Arms  Firing  Ranges 

Area  L contains  3 probable  small-arms 
ranges,  one  680  by  35  feet,  one  330  by  35 
feet,  and  one  100  by  35  feet. 

Driver-Training  Areas 

Area  Ml  is  a tracked  -vehicle  driver- 
training course,  Area  M2  is  a wheeled-vehicle 
driver-training  course,  and  Area  M3  is  a 
tracked/wheeled-  vehicle  driver  training  course. 

Tank/Assault- Gun  Firing  Ranges 

Area  NT  is  a 4, 200- foot  range  containing 
probably  three  2,300- foot  firing  ianes  and  3 
moving-target  runs. 

Area  N2  is  a.  4,550-foot  range  containing 
probably  three  2, 300- foot  firing  lanes  and  6 
moving- target  runs,  l-ive  of  the  target  runs 
were  constructed  between  April  1962  and  De- 
cember 1963. 

Area  N3  -is  a 4, 550-foot  range  containing 
probably  three  2,600-foot  firing  lanes  and  4 
moving-target  runs. 

Area  N4  is  a 2, 950- foot  range  containing 
probable  static  firing  positions  and  4 moving- 
target  runs.  One  target  run  was  constructed 
between  April  1962  and  December  1963. 

Area  N5  is  a 2,950-foot  range  containing 
four  2,600- foot  firing  lanes  and  3 moving- 
target  runs.  The  3 target  runs  were  construc- 
ted between  April  1962  and  December  1963. 

Area  N6  is  a 2,600-foot  range  containing 
probably  three  2,600-foot  firing  lanes  and  4 
moving- target  runs. 

Area  N7  is  a 2,300-foot  range  containing 
probably  three  1,750- foot  firing  lanes  and  5 
moving- target  runs.  The  5 target  runs  were 
constructed  between  April  1962  and  December 
1963. 


Area  N8  is  a 2, 600- foot  range  containing 
probably  three  1, 750-foot  firing  lanes  and  6 
moving- target  runs.  The  6 target  runs  were 
constructed  between  April  1.962  and  December 
1963. 

Area  N'9  is  a 4,550-foot  range  containing 
probably  three  2,650-foot  firing  lanes  and  3 
moving-target  runs. 

Area  NT0  is  a 4,200-foot  range  containing 
probably  three  2,650-foot  firing  ianes  and  3 
moving-target  runs. 

Area  Nil  is  a 3,900-fooi  range  containing 
probably  three  3,550-foot  firing  lanes  and  3 
moving- target  runs. 

Area  N12  is  a 2,950-foot  range  containing 
a static  firing  line  and  5 moving-target  runs. 
The  5 target  runs  were  constructed  between 
April  1962  and  December  1963. 

Ranges  Ni  through  Nil  were  active  in 
February  i960  and  range  NT0  was  active  in 
December  1963. 

Arcillcr y Dm p 1 acements  (Batteries) 

Area  Q contains  4 possible  field  ar cillery 
emplacements  (2  with  4 positions  and  2 with 
3 positions).  Flic  area  was  first  observed  in 
Apirl  1962.  Photo  quality  and  scale  preclude 
determining  whether  these  are  active  training 
facilities.

Area  R is  a field  training  area  (possibly- 
combined  arms). 

Unidentified  Fracking  Activity 

Area  T contains  unidentified  tracking  ac- 
tivity similar  to  areas  identified  as  combined- 
arms  field  training  areas.
